up in the rhythm of music and dreams and boys 
who whisper gay and foolish things . . . Most 
girls would rather face a firing squad than brave 
the ordeal. 
But the boys have their side of the story, too. 
Sometimes they have been told at home and 
school that they are awkward and clumsy. Rath­ 
er than risk making themselves conspicuous they 
stand around, letting their collars grow tighter 
and tighter. 
When they do outgrow that bashful stage they 
are informed that Mary is a flop, Edna is a wash­ 
out, Ellen is a back number. But Sally and J ane 
are hot stuff. 
Boys refuse to risk the ridicule that comes 
from being struck with an unpopular girl. When 
such a thing does happen, now and then a young 
gentleman will dangle a five-dollar bill before 
the stag line, trusting to the lure of the money 
to remove the girl from his arms when she has 
been parked overtime. 
If parents would exercise a wise guidance over 
their children’s social life such situations would 
never arise. A mother, instead of thinking that 
she has behaved nobly when she has ordered 
pink ice cream and frosted cakes for her six- 
year-old son’s birthday party, should see that 
every child in the group has a good time and 
gets a square deal. Parents must co-operate in 
this spirit of group consciousness if they want 
their children to be happy. 
All pleasure should be spontaneous. Especially 


that of youth. It isn’t fair to make boys and 
girls pay the piper when they can’t dance to the 
tune he plays. 


PRICE OP THE “ FIX” 
The sad plight of Chicago, which has been 
slipping nearer and nearer to the edge of down­ 
right bankruptcy, ought to be a ftnal warning, a 
last object lesson for the American people, about 
the evils of municipal party politics. 
When J udge J arecki the Other day threw out 
of the tax assessment rolls of 1928 and 1929 with 
the remark that the evidence of fraud blew into 
his court “ like a blizzard,” he added the final bit 
of evidence to prove that partisan politics can 
be altogether too expensive a luxury for a mod­ 
ern city. 
The present government of Chicago is doing 
all that it can do to remedy matters. It is acting 
wisely and with energy. But most of the dam­ 
age has been done. 
Chicago today is paying the price for years of 
acquiescence in rule by unscrupulous politicians. 
And what makes the affair of nation-wide in­ 
terest is the fact that Chicago simply magnifies 
conditions that are resen t in nearly every 
American city. Chicago has done what most of 
the rest of us have done 
scale. 
Political rule is almost inseparable from the 
fix. The fix is in evidence in almost every de­ 
partment of most city governments. If you know 
the right man you can get a traffic ticket taken 
care of, you can get out of jury duty, you can 
get this, that or the other little favor; and if 
your friend in influential enough, you can get 
your real estate assessment arranged as you 
would like to have it arranged. 
That is what happened in Chicago. Tax assess­ 
ment rolls were fixed and fixed and fixed, year 
after year — until, finally, the courts threw them 
out and ordered the job done over again. Poli­ 
tics interfered with the new assessment, and 
now that has been thrown out likewise; and Chi­ 
cago’s finances aré in a dire plight. 
There isn’t anything surprising in all of this. 
Politics played fast and loose with Chicago’s city 
government, and Chicago today is paying the 
price. There is a tremendous lesson in the whole 
business for other Cities. 


REMINISCENCES 
BY J OHN F. J OYCE 


“ Lem Shauck is dead,” came 
the mournful message over the 
wires as the expiring sunset of 
the last day of the last year cast 
its sombre shades over the Gold­ 
en Gate. Few who knew him, in 
this county, will ever forget him, 
as a teacher, a county superin­ 
tendent or personal friend. To 
know was to love his personality 
and respect his merit.

His father was a native of 
Maryland. His grandfather, J ohn 
Shauck and wife Rebecca (Lem­ 
mon) Shauck were both natives 
of Maryland. His grandfather, 
above named, was a major in the 
Revolutionary war and served 
under Washington. He moved to 
and settled in Morrow county in 
1814, after service in the war of 
1812. It was for him that the vil- 
only on a bigger jage oi ghaucks was named.

That he was a disciplinarian is 
attested by all who fell under his 
rule but he was just and impar­ 
tial and the rustle of silk or 
glitter of diamonds were as little 
to him, in school as were patch­ 
es and poverty. Meredith’s strong 
point in government was his 
overflowing kindness of heart 
which appealed rather to the in­ 
nate goodness of the pupil, rath­ 
er than fear of castigation. Each 
will long be remembered as suc­ 
cessful teachers and superinten­ 
dents. 
William S. Meredith was born 
just west of Rushville, December 
13, 1853, the sen of Thomas J . 
and Margaret C. (Cassady) Mere­ 
dith—the father a native of 
"Bourbon county, Ky., and the 
mother of Rush county, Ind. The 
former of English and the latter 
of Irish descent.

than 
ever, 
; though the acreage had been re- 
j duced. Greater volume of at least 
1 four or five other crops was also 
! produced cn fewer acres. 
Colauitt’s plan for diversifica­ 
tion of crops has been copied in 
many southern states, and in­ 
quiries have been received from 
all parts of the nation. Ccm- 
menting on this y ear’s work in 
the county , a Colquitt farm lead­ 
er said: 
“Diversification esems to inter­ 
fere very little with cotton pro­ 
duction. We had this y ear about 
the largest watermelon crop we 
ever had. We had as much tobac­ 
co as we ever had, and possibly 
more. 
“We had the biggest peanut 
crop in history . The corn crop 
was as large as usual, and there 
was a large potato crop with a 
lot of hay that followed oats. It j 
did not prevent the growing of j 
cotton, though it means that the 
cotton must be made on fewer 
acres than we used a few y ears 
ago for the same sized crop.”
